In all 
Bucb nnutterB oxperienou ia a valuable gnida 
wliioh it ia neither politio nor prudent to 
ignore. Ib iha United Slates the Ballot-bor 
baa had a tolerably fair trial, and what ia 
the result 7 Is ocrraplioo unknown in the 
eleotioos of the Giant Bepnblio 7 Why, tho 
stuffing of the Ballot'.box' with bogus volea 
has booome ■ practioo almost UDivarsal. Aad 
as for bribery it floniishes under tbat system 
as under no other. Goveroor HofHman of 
New York Stale reosDtly sent down to the 
Senate a special mossago upon this subjeot. 
Ha deolarta it to be one of the greatest 
evils of the times^^'tbe corrupt use of 
money to influenoe the votes of eleotors. 
All laws and measures which eim at estob" 
liahing parity io elections will fail in their 
purpose if they fall short cf leaohing this 
one great evil. No power can gutrd the 
Ballot-box to any purpoeo if the men whcao 
cooetitutional privilege it is to vote ore to 
be iniloenoed in tha ezeroise of tbat prix 
vilege by oomptions of money * • * 
Money, not messorei, seonreB uomiDationB 
and controls results. This petDioiouB and 
dangerous praotloe is not peculiar to cities 
and villages. It pervadea the whola State; 
Bcaroely a neigbbonrbood ia exempt front it. 
It is practiced with iiopuoity beoauae under 
tba existing conatilulion and laws the wroog- 
doers know very well ihey cannot be convict- 
ed or pnoisbed.' Saob is tbe ezpeiienoa of 
tba chief State of the Dnien; and it is more 
or less tho experience of all — general ex- 
perience io fact. Under that system it is 
only neoesaary to find how many votes oro 
needed for tbo 'eleoves' to abow irpjoritioa 
and tbo secret springa to foico Ihora into tbe 
common teceptaolo for tho ballots. Dead 
men live again and live men maltiply their 
atiaiea to meet thetneod bf the caodidate. 
What right have we to expect tbtt the ex- 
poiienca of Canada would materially differ 
in thia respect 7 No doubt it would take 
long praolica for the Canadians to become 
such experts as their eoosics at stuffiog the 
Ballot-box; but there is no reason to doubt 
that they would beoonae so in time. We say 
again, that we do sot attach oiuoh import-, 
anoe to tbe qeestion, bat ws Bust ooa.feis 
to a preference to thi-open.-.aiiiioly vqtiog 
to wbioh most-Eogllsnmen'^ bavo 'beeteao.
